57. Background: 

Improvements on slot machines, applicable to coin-operated machines that award prizes in 
corns which have windows on their front panel where a combination of figures or symbols 
appears at random. Improvements consist of a series of luminous indicators that have been 
placed on the front panel, identified using the same symbols as for the basic game, with each 
indicator for a particular symbol lighting up whenever this same symbol appears ; in the 
corresponding window, intended to provide a secondary game offering the possibility of an 
additional prize predicated on the lighting up of every indicator in a single row, column or 
diagonal.

DESCRIPTION 



The present invention, as described in the introduction to this document. refers o 
certain improvements in slot machines, by which the machine offers playing possibles m 
addition to those found in the main basic way of playing the machine. . 

Currently there are coin-operated recreational machines that award prizes in coins, 
whose front panel contains a series of windows that display symbols arranged on rollers or 
slnX elements so as to produce a specific combination, with the possibility of a pnze that s 
deposTted^the tray. The player has the option of controlling the order in which these symbols 
annear as seen in the windows, by pushing the corresponding buttons. 

appear,^ seen in ^ ™ on tne panel of ^ type of recreational machine displays 

three vertically aligned symbols, i.e., one on top, another in the middle, and another at the 
b0tt ° m This common type of recreational machine can be played in no way other than as 

the invention are intended so that the recreational machine will offer new P^P^** 
or a game in addition to the main basic one of- the machine. Accordingly, the front panel 
contains a series of luminous indicators, preferably arranged orthogonally and ahgned inboth a 
vertical and horizontal direction, as well as diagonally. The alignment of these indicator 
corresponds to each of the standard windows on the machme, and preferably number the same^ 
^ndkators are lit up simultaneously by the rollers or elements of the main game, which 
c^ntl thf symbols viewable through the windows, in a manner so that these indicators . will 
UgS up whenever a symbol appears in the aligned window that matches the corresponding 

^^^Consequently, based on the same combination of symbols that constitute the main basic 
game of Z machine specific indicators will light up, precisely those whose symbol matches 
fhTsymbol in the corresponding window, so that when all the indicators are h at the , end of the 
SaTmd aligned in the samf row, column or diagonal, an additional pnze will be won, 
regardless of any possible prizes won through the basic, or main, game. 

To expand on the definition as given below, and to aid m further unde ^andmg Ae 
characteristicrof the invention, one page of drawings has been attached to this ^de scnption . with 
a sTemauc view of the front panel of a recreational machine that shows the conventional 
elemenTs incorporated therein, such as the windows through which the symbolscan be viewed 
m rcoaesponLg buttons underneath them, and the luminous indicators on this same panel 
that represent the improvements that are the object of this invention. marWinP that 

As shown in the above figure, a conventional coin-operated recreational machine that 
awards prizesr c0 ins contains afront panel (1) with a slot (3) in the upper part or inserting 
coins to operate the machine. The panel also has a series of symbols (4) that can be seen 
Zugl the corresponding windows (5) and which are located 

Sly operated by mechanical means from inside the machine. Symbols (4) can be seen in 
eaTw ndow (5), above and below, as well as a central symbol (4'), all of which appear at the 
end of each game so as to establish a specific combination with the possibility of a pnze which 
^ deposited into the tray at the bottom (8). The player has the option of controlling the 
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sequence of symbols (4-4') that appear in the windows (5) by pressing the corresponding 

buttons M- normally requires that the appropriate coins be inserted into the 

abovementioned slot or coin box (3). At the conclusion of the game, the combination of 
symbols (4') displayed in the windows (5) determines whether or not a prize will be deposited 
in the tray (8), this being the main game for the machine. • 

Based on the explanation given so far, we can say that these are the basic characteristics 
of a conventional slot machine; therefore the object of the invention is simply to provide 
certain new and additional ways of playing, apart from those making up the main or basic way 
of playing the machine as previously referred to. 

These improvements consist of the installation of a senes of luminous indicators (2) on, 
the front panel (1), which are arranged orthogonally and aligned wUh each window (5), 
preferably of the same number as these windows (5). These indicators (2) light up 
simultaneously with the rollers in the main game; therefore they light up whenever a symbol 
(4-4') appears in window (5) that matches the corresponding indicator (2). ^ 

Based on the same combination of symbols (4') for the main game of the machine as 
previously described, a series of indicators (2) will be lit up, specifically those identified by a 
symbol (6), which matches the symbol (4') in -me-corresponding window..(5), so hat wh^n_ 
every indicator (2) lit up at the end of the game is in a single row, column or diagonal, an extra 
prize will be won, apart from the one made possible by the main game. 

Whenever three symbols (4-4') are displayed in the windows (5), the corresponding 
indicator that will be lit at the conclusion of the game will be the one matching the symbol. (4) 
or (4') provided that its vertical position also matches the one dls P la y^J n ^ ,nd °^ ( ^ wluch ' 
as n the example shown in the attached figure, corresponds to the pair (4^-6 and (4-6). 

Therefore an extra prize will also be won whenever all the indicators (2) are lit, or 
aligned in the same row, column or diagonal at the end of the game, thus bemg a ^new -way ^of 
playing the machine, apart from that of the basic or main game contained in or offered by the 
machine. 
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CLAIMS 

1 Improvements in coin-operated slot machines that award prizes in coins, whose front 
panel is equipped with windows in which a combination of figures appears at random; the 
essence of said improvements is that located on said front panel of said machine, aligned with 
each window of the main game, are at least three luminous indicators identified by the same 
symbols pertaining to said main game and where said indicator with a specific symbol lights 
up when this same symbol appears in the corresponding window, thus creating a secondary 
game that offers the possibility of an extra prize if all of said indicators m a single row, column 

or diagonal light up. . . 

2. The improvements in slot machines of claim 1, wherein they are basically 
characterized by the fact that when three consecutive figures on the corresponding roller or 
moving element are optionally displayed in the windows of said main game, each of said 
indicators is lit up whenever its symbol matches that on the corresponding roller at the end of 
the sequence, whenever said symbol is located in the vertical position that matches the vertical 
position of said specific indicator.
